Two things impressed me most about 
this town and one was the church in 
Torrijos and the other was the dinner 
iii the looted house. The church is a 
fine little one, or rather a big one for 
so small a town. It really ranks al­ 
most as a cathedral and has at least 
twelve chapels with full-sized shrines. 
The main altar is a wreck. The Reds 
have treated the figure of the Saviour 
in a manner not hearing a description. 
The Virgin Mary has been decapi­ 
tated and her head stuck on a pole. 
These were mere jests compared to 
the treatment accorded most of the 
churches I have seen in Spain during 
this civil war. Most of them have been 
completely burned out, when there was 
sufficient gasoline to do the job, be­ 
cause it takes a lot of fire to burn one 
of these old stone churches.

have been systematically destroyed by
